The Senate came to the verge of 
a vote on the world court yesterday. 
But it was only one of the inciden- 
tal flurries of the storm which is 
going to rage for days, unless the 
court supporters resort to oppres- 
sive tactics to cut off legitimate 
debate, ° 

As the situation now stands, the 
opponents are preparing to make 


their massed attack and the court | 
supporters—excepting those who| 
talk of cloture methods to avoid 
the issue—are declaring their will- 
ingness to let the battle be fought 
out to its legitimate conclusion. 
February 10 is the date suggested 


position, for the vote, but no agree- 
ment has been seriously considered. 
There is no filibuster and there will 
be none, according to Mr. Borah. 
But the speeches which the oppo- 
nents have been carefully prepar- 
ing will take a few days. 


Others Preparing Speeches. 


Senator Hiram Johnson and Sen- 
ator Reed, of Missouri, two arch 
enemies of the court, will speak 
today. 

Senator Howell has been work- 
ing long and diligently on a speech 
which he will deliver in a day or 
two. Senator La Follette expects 
to make a speech, and has been 
devoting hours of work to it, com- 
pleting far-reaching investigations 
in connection with the data he will 
use. Senator Harreld is also about 
ready to make his speech, to the 
preparation of which he has de- 
voted much time. Senator Dill, 
Democrat, expects to be given the 
opportunity of expressing his views 
at length on the question, and Sen- 
ator. Brookhart is working on a 
speech covering certain phases of 
the question which he considers of 
prime importance. Other senators 
are working on speeches and some 
of the points raised by the court 
proponents, particularly Senator 
Walsh, have caused investigations 
to be made by senators with a view 
to, at least, clearing up doubts in 
their minds. 

But with the array of senators yet 
to be heard from and who naturally 
expect the same right to be heard 
that Senators Lenroot, Walsh and 
Swanson have had, it is inconceiv- 
able to many senators that an ef- 
fort should be made to apply any 
sort of gag rule, until it is clear 
that legitimate debate has been ex- 
hausted. 

Senator Lenroot, in charge of the 
court forces, has adopted the policy 
of forcing some senator to speak 
under the penalty of closing out 
the issue if such speech is not forth- 
coming. This is regarded as dras- 
tic but, at the same time, it is con- 
ceded that some such method is 
necessary to prevent debate from 
lagging for days or even weeks per- 
haps. As it is, Mr. Lenroot is not 
expected to enforce this procedure 
mercilessly if the opponents show 
good faith in proceeding with the 
battle. 

Cloture Seems Unlikely. 


Thus, it develops that the much- 
discussed cloture movement is not 
likely to assume serious proportions 
so long as legitimate debate con- 
tinues.

Subjects Hypnotised 
To Counteract Poison 


Stockholm, Jan, 18 (By A. P.). 
By means of hypnotic suggestion, 
which made subjects believe that 
poisons administered to them 
were noth 1g but water, Dr. 
Henry Marcus and Dr. Ernest 
Sahigren, Stockholm scientists, 
have been able to offset to a 
marked degree the effect of the 
poisons on the human system. 
This was done in a series of ex- 
periments at the Karolinska 
Medical institute to determine 
the effect of hypnotism on or- 
ganic diseases. 

The scientists put three sub- 
jects into hypnatic sleep and 
then administered drugs, care- 
fully recovering the effects on 
blood pressure and pulse, both 
with and without “suggestion.”’ 
When a drug which acts to in- 
crease blood pressure was ad- 
ministered without “suggestion,” 
the blood pressure’ readings 
ranged between 109 and 180 and 
pulse readings from 54 to 100. 
With “suggestion” the blood 
pressures were from 107 to 116 
and pulse readings all were less 
than 67. 


NEW VOLCANO IS FOUND 
POURING: FORTH LAVA 


Shoal, Menace to Ships, Be- 
ing Built Up Off Tiny Island 
of Albemarle. 


REPORTED TO THE NAVY 


San Francisco, Jan. 18 (By A. 
P.).—Discovery of a new volcano 
located on the tiny Albemarle is- 
land of the Galapagos group, off the 
coast of Ecuador, has been officially 
entered in the records of the navy 
hydographic office here. The dis- 
covery was reported by Capt. J. S. 
Collier, of the Union Oil tank) 
steamer Montebello, which is docked 
at Point Richmond, on San Fran- 
cisco bay, today. 

The Montebello sighted the vol- 
cano on January 5 and approached 
to within half a mile of the island 
to take photographs. These reveal 
what Collier describes as a small 
crater a mile inland, connected by a 
deep fissure with a larger crater 
higher up the mountain. The vol- 
cano was pouring a lava stream 
some 20 feet wide and as many feet 
deep into the ocean when the Mon- 
tebello came in sight of the island, 
creating a shoal which the Monte- 
bello skipper reported as a menace 
to navigation. 

The contact with lava and ocean 
water created so much vapor that 
it was impossible to see the volcano 
clearly. Great clouds of mist from 
the ocean. envelop the mountain, 
making it impossible to see the de- 
tails of the craters and the exposed 
connecting fissures. . 

The Galapagos group consists of 
thirteen islands, the largest being 
Albemarle. Most of the surface is 
arid. The islands are noted ag the 
home of turtles of enormous size 
and birds and animals and plants of 
peculiar species. An Ecuadorian 
pena] settlement of about 400 per- 
sons of St. Charles island contains 
most of the population of the group. 
The islands belong to Ecuador.

Labor Secretary Holds 
Future of Race Is

COOLIDGE STRESSES

Mrs. Kahn and Mrs. Rogers 
Tell Conferees of Measures 
in Home States. 


Taking a view directly opposed to 
that of the National Woman’s 
party, Secretary of Labor James J. 
Davis, in an address read for him 
last night, proposed more protec- 
tive legislation for working women. 

The address, which was read by 
Assistant Secretary of Labor White, 
Officially opened the second Wom- 
en’s Industrial conference, in the 
National museum. The conference, 
which was called by the Department 
of Labor, will continue through to- 
morrow. About 150 women’s organ- 
izations are represented. \ 

President Coolidge, ina letter 
read to the delegates, declared 
that women “can never escape the 
responsibility of home and children, 
and the working woman as a 


mother and potential mother, /dhal~ 


lenges universal attention.” 
Calls at White Housce. 


A deputation from the National 
Women’s Party called at the White 
House yesterday to protest against 
‘protective’ legislation which pre- 
vents women from working on the 
same basis as men. Such legisla- 
tion, these women contend, implies 
that ‘“‘women and weakness are 
synonymous.”’ 

‘‘Woman’s body,’ said Secretary 
Davis’ message, “is not physically 
able to withstand the fatigue inci- 
dental to many varieties of indus- 
trial labor. It is not opinion, but 
recorded fact, that women can not 
bear the strain of long hours as 
well as men,”’ 

Asserting that he is opposed un- 
alterably to the employment of 
women in any such manner as will 
endanger or destroy their future 
motherhood, Secretary Davis said 
that the question of women in in- 
dustry was primarily a ‘race ques- 
tion.’’ 

Refers to Own Mother. 


No statistics are needed to prove 
that the home is good for women, 
Secretary Davis declared, and he 
pointed to his own mother who, 
having raised a large family, 
washed and scrubbed, is now ‘hale 
and hearty at the three-quarter cen- 
tury mark.” 

President Coolidge, in his mes- 
sage to the conference, declared that 
the employment of women is not 
merely an industrial problem but 
has a broader significance. 

The employment of women, the 
President said, ‘‘is a social problem, 
and as such it needs the attention 
and interest of the country as a 
whole. 

“Women 
responsibility of home and children, 
and the working woman as a 
mother and potential mother chal- 
lenges universal interest. Millions 
of working women are homemak- 
ers. Inasmuch as our national life 
rests upon the _ stability of the 
American home, and the nation can 
only be as its women, we must 
have an intelligent understanding 
of and sympathy with their prob- 
lems. A conference of this kind is 
one of the surest means of reaching 
that understanding and should be 
of benefit to our country.” 

Mrs. Florence P. Kahn, member 
of Congress from California, told 
of the protective laws for work- 
ing women in her State, and 
Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers, of 
Massachusetts, whose State ranks 
third in the number of women 
wage earners, told of the laws that 
have been adopted to protect these 
women.

OF COLLAPSE SOON 
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Jacks Are Placed Under 
Temporary Buildings 
to Prevent Sagging. 


APPROPRIATION ASKED 
TO RELIEVE SITUATION 


Concrete Will Be Used to Re- 
place Wooden Posts; Work 
Already Begun. 


The underpinnings of eleven tem- 
porary buildings, now housing to 
capacity government employes and 
files, have so rotted as to put the 
structures in immediate danger of 
falling in. 

This was disclosed yesterday co- 
incidental with the fact that a de- 
ficiency appropriation of $140,000, 
calculated as sufficient to correct 
the situation, is being studied by 
the appropriations committee of 
Congress. 

The buildings thus needing im- 
mediate repairs are temporary 
buildings Nos. 1 to 7, of the Poto- 
mac Park group, temporary build- 
ings C, D and F, of the Mall group 
and Treasury annex No. 2, at Four- 
teenth and B streets northwest. 

Furniture Shifted About. 

In many instances, while wait- 
ing for the funds necessary to make 
the badly needed repairs, jacks have 
been placed under the lower floors 
of the temporary structures to pre- 
vent their sagging and falling in. 
In other instances it has been neces- 
sary many times to shift the files 
and furniture of offices to relieve 
strains on certain portions of the 
buildings until repairs can be made. 

The $140,000 asked for in the de- 
ficiency item will not allow a single 
improvement in. the building. It 
will cover only the actual replace- 
ment of rotten wooden posts by 
concrete ones and the replacement 
of wooden joists and girders, which 
support the floors. No new floors 
will be installed. 

Some of this work, because it is 
an urgent necessity, has been 
undertaken already by the office of 
public buildings and public parks of 
the National Capital itself. The 
bulk of the work allowed by the de- 
ficiency appropriation probably will 
be done on let contracts, however.

Many Trampled in Fight 
for Life High Above 
Icy East River. 


2 ELEVATED TRAINS 
FILLED TO CAPACITY 


Mist Paralyzes Traffic in New 
York; 50 Ships Unable to 
Enter the Harbor. 


New York, Jan. 18 (By A. P.).— 
High above the icy waters of the 
East river, a Brooklyn-Manhattan 
elevated train crashed today into 
another stalled in a heavy fog on 
Williamsburg bridge, causing the 
death of one passenger, a 5-year- 
old girl, and injuries to more than 
50 others. About 1,600 passengers 
were in the trains. They scrambled 
wildly for safety, men, women and 
children being trampled as they 
strove to get out of the darkened 
cars. 

Creeping onto the bridge from 
Brooklyn, one of the trains, con- 
sisting of eight steel cars, had 
moved cautiously to the middle of 
the bridge when it stalled. The 
motorman of the second train, con- 
sisting of wooden cars, proceeded 
across the bridge, believing the 
tracks to be clear. 


Noise Is Deafening. 


Passengers in both trains, which 
were filled to capacity, were thrown 
into a panic by a deafening crash. 
The moving train had plowed into 
the end of the stalled train. Win- 
dows were shattered and lights in 
both trains went out. 

The first car of the wooden train, 
its trucks torn away, sagged to the 
tracks. 

When firemen and ambulances 
reached the scene, at least 50 pas- 
sengers were found to have been 
injured. One }ittle girl was uncon- 
scious from a fractured skull, and 
she died later in a hospital. She 
was identified tonight as Ruth 
Soifer, of Brooklyn.

The defense contends that Wan 
was too sick and too weak to kill 
a man. The prosecution seeks to 
prove that his impoverished condi- 
tion was the motive for the crime. 

The defense also laid the founda- 
tion for a protest against admit- 
ting the testimony of persons who 
testified in the first Wan trial, but 
who are now dead or missing. The 
original shorthand notes of this tes- 
timony are missing. 

Tried Theater 

Wan’s venture into the theater 
business in 1918 whs detailed on 
the stand yesterday. The witnesses 
were Israel Wineburg and _ Isaac 
Topp, both of Brooklyn, N. Y. The 
former said he had sold Wan a 
lease on a motion picture theater 
in Brooklyn for $1,500, and Topp, 
part owner of the property. said 
Wan lost everything in the ven- 
ture. 

Wan, although he knew nothing 
about the theatrical business, signed 
a lease for the Brooklyn theater in 
September, 1918, about five months 
beforejthe triple murder here. Two 
months after he took the theater 
over he abandoned it. Wineburg, it 
was testified, broke his promise to 
teach Wan the business. 

Wineburg said that he obtained 
$1,000 in cash from Wan, but that 
he never collected the $500.

(By the Associated Press.) 


The American people, respond- 
ing to amational necessity ‘‘are well 
on the way” toward solving the 
rubber problem without govern- 
ment aid, Secretary Hoover told the 
Houst® commerce committee yester- 
day. 

The committee is investigating 
the effects of the British rubber 
‘monopoly, and Mr. Hoover declared 
action such as that taken by the 
newly-formed American Motor Rub- 
ber Co., which contemplates definite 
projects in Ceylon, Dutch East In- 
dies and the -Philippines, would 
bring the necessary relief. 

The American Motor Rubber Co., 
Mr. Hoover said, would be a $10,- 
000,000 organization, which also 
would stimulate production by the 
utilization of wild rubber trees. He 
also told of a $50,000,000 organi- 
zation proposed by the tire manu- 
facturers, but gave the committee 
no information on the details of the 
proposal. 


Loans Are Disapproved. 


Under questioning by Represen- 
tative Newton (Republican), Min- 
nesota, the secretary testified the 
administration had advised against 
direct loans by American banking 
houses to those interested in the 
British rubber monopoly and the 
Brazilian coffee industry. Mean- 
while, he said, loans to other 
British and Brazilian interests had 
been made. To oppose loans to all 
interests in these countries because 
of the monopolies would be in the 
nature of a reprisal, which is not 
considered advisable, he added. 

Definite proposals advanced by 
the secretary included authoriza- 
tion for Federal conservation con- 
trol in emergencies, and provisions 
for common buying in many com- 
modities now under foreign domi- 
nation. 

Representative Hawes (Demo- 
crat), Missouri, yesterday intro- 
duced a bill to repeal the tariff on 
rubber tires. 

Fisk to Issue Notes. 

New York, Jan. 18 (By A. P.).— 
Joining a movement of tire manu- 
facturers to provide adequate finan- 
cial protection against the rising 
costs of crude rubber, the Fisk 
Rubber Co. today completed ar- 
rangements with Dimon, Read & 
Co. for the sale of $10,000,000 in 
Public offering of the issue, 
maturing in five years and bearing 
5% per cent interest, will be made 
by the bankers tomorrow at a price 
of 98%. 

Announcement that the proceeds 
would provide the company with 
working capital to meet the present 
costs of crude rubber was similar to 
plans outlined by the B. F. Good- 
rich Co. in the sale of a $15,000,- 
000 note issue last week. The Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co. several 
months ago set up a special reserve 
as a safeguard against fluctuations 
in rubber values, while the United 
States Rubber Co. has recently ex- 
pended a large amount of money in 
acquiring additional rubber-produc- 
ing lands abroad. 

London, Jan. 18 (By A. P.).—

FIGHT ON TAX GUT BILL 
HELD GERTAWN IN SENATE 


Repeal of Publicity and Estate 
Levies Declared Obnoxious 
to Westerners. 


SUPPORT OVERWHELMING 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A fight against some provisions 
of the tax reduction bill ordered 
unanimously reported to the Senate 
by its finance committee, appears 
certain despite the compromise 
agreement between Republicans and 
Democrats. 

The provisions for repeal of the 
inheritance tax and the publicity of 
income tax returns are almost cer. 
tain to be made the basis of the 
contest by some Western senators 
of both parties. 

The compromise, however, has 
apparently assured overwhelming 
support for the bill and its enact- 
ment in time to become effective 
by March 15 seems assured. 

Secretary Mellon withheld defi- 
nite approval of the bill yésterday 
pending a study by experts to deter- 
mine the full extent of the reduc- 
tion it will provide. He had warned 
the finance committee to hold the 
total of reduction to the $330,000,- 
000 limit approved by the House, 
but Chairman Smoot, of the Senate 
committee, estimated the bill prob- 
ably would provide for at least 
$360,000,000 in reduction. 

Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho, in a brief discussion of the 
bill in the Senate, expressed doubt 
that the “farmers will be consoled 
by the agreement of the two great 
parties to slash surtax rates and ré- 
peal inheritance taxes.’’ 

Chairman Smoot said he would 
present the bill to the Senate as 
soon as it is printed, but he ex- 
pressed doubt that this would be 
possible before tomorrow. He will 
then wait at least two days for 
senators to atudy its provisions and 
indicated he would not seek to call 
it up for consideration before the 
end of the week.

As the tax bill came from the House, it pro- 
vided for an estate’ tax up to 20 per cent on 
estate, with a credit back to the estate of 
S0 per cent of the Federal tax, provided there 
is a State inheritance tax on the same estate, 
amounting to that sum. The present law pro- 
vides for a rebate of 25 percent. It is claimed 
that a rebate of 80 per cent of the Federal tax 
will bring the Federal Treasury little revenue. 
Furthermore, a Federal estate tax often causes 
u duplication of taxes on the same estate. 

The Senate committee amendment eliminates 
the Federal estate tax altogether, with the 
proviso that the estate tax in the act of 1921 
shall prevail and be in force as to estates after 
the enactment of the 1924 law, until the en- 
actment of the 1926 law, when there will be 
no Federal estate tax at all.

However, these are matters of cone 
jecture, hardly fitting for discussion 
in the United States Senate. It 
makes it appear to foreign nations 
like unto a boiler factory.

PAYOIGIANS ARE CITED 
UN PERMITS FOR LIQUOR 


Revocations to Follow Irregu- 
larities; Seek to End 
“Split” ~—? 


‘DRUGGISTS ALSO IN NET 


Several physicians of this city 
have fallen into the net spread by 
| the “dry’’ unit; acting on a recent 
| order issued by Assistant Secretary 
‘of the Treasury Andrews to war on 
| illegal issuance of liquor prescrip- 
| tions and “‘bootleg’’ druggists. 

The physicians, whose names 
were withheld, have been cited for 
irregularities in issuing liquor pre- 
scriptions and summoned to appear 
for a hearing on revocation of their 
permits. ‘ 

Gen. Andrews’ order is strin- 
gent, and commands regional 
prohibition administrators to pub- 
lish the names of druggists han- 
dling genuine bottled in bond whis- 
ky, so the public may know where 
it may be procured for medicinal 
purposes, and on the other hand, 
those druggists found to be han- 
dling split whisky or any other 
kind not absolutely pure and bot- 
tled in bond, were to have their 
permits revoked immediately. 

The ‘‘dry’’ head stated that he 
thought it possible to clean up 
pretty thoroughly on the diversion 
of whisky through its present form 
of distribution for medicinal use 
by revoking the permits of those 
druggists found to be a party to 
its misuse, and further stated that 
it is his belief that this action 
should be resorted to in the inter- 
est of the public health as well as 
law enforcement.

ODAY we are, if I remember 
fy correctly, to probe the secret 
of good pie-crust, except that 
there is, aS a matter of fact, no 
particular secret, despite a rather 
widespread belief to the contrary. 
The ingredients must be carefully 
measured and carefully combined, 
but the same may be said of any- 
thing that pertains to the prepara- 
tion of food. It does require, how. 
ever, great care in what is known as 
‘“*handling;’’ for it can not be mauled 
and still be light and flaky. If you 
are careless in the use of your roll- 
ing pin and have to roll your crust 
a second time, you may depend upon 
it, your paste will be poor. 
Those of you who have repeatedly 
tried and failed to make light paste 
need not, unless you are thoroughly 
convinced that your receipt is trust- 
worthy, blame yourself, for I have 
checked not a few ‘‘good’’ receipts 
that would not, with any amount of 
persuasion, have developed good 
pie-crust. So the first requisite is 
that the proportions be accurate, 
after that, the detail. : 

To each cup of flour add one-half 
cup crisco, one-quarter teaspoonful 
salt and enough cold water to hold 
the mixture together. (One cup of 
flour makes two crusts.) Place the 
flour, which has been sifted; salt 
and crisco in a mixing bowl and 
with the tips of the fingers work 
the crisco very gently into the dry 
material. The heat from the fingers 
tends to melt the shortening, so it 
is well not to linger over the proc- 
ess. When they are well blended 
the mixture will be in the form of 
loosely clinging particles; if they 
become a mass you have worked 
them too much, and it is quite possi- 
ble to make of one cup of flour and 
one-half cup of shortening one 
small, solid’ lump not unlike putty. 
Add enough cold water to gather 
the mixture together (with a table 
knife) and form a soft dough. If 
two crusts are required, divide your 
Vpaste and take it from the bowl 
only when you are ready to roll it 
out. Save the crust you trim from

Mix these in- 
gredients and add four well-beaten 
eggs and one cup boiling water. 
Cook until thick. Meringue for this 
pie requires the whites of two eggs 
beaten until stiff and dry looking 
and a tablespoonful of granulated 
sugar which is beaten in gradually.

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RHEUMATIC FEVER. 

R. SWIFT suggests that the 
D next great fight which health 

departments and physicians 
should wage should be against acute 
articular rheumatism. He has ref- 
erence to rheumatic fever. This dis- 
ease, he thinks, should be reported 
to the health department just as 
smallpox now is. 

He tells of some rather close ob- 
servations which showed that in a 
certain hospital acute rheumatic 
fever spread from bed to bed. He 
says that it is contagious just 
measles, diphtheria and smallpox 
are, though not so violently so. He 
compared acute rheumatic fever 
with consumption and syphilis, es- 
pecially the former. The joint dis- 
ease is just about as contagious as 
consumption, may be a little more 
so. As @ rule, tuberculosis affects 
the lungs, though it may affect any 
organ. Acute rheumatic fever in- 
vades the joints and other organs, 
but the important organ is the 
heart.

Were we able to examine the 
heart very closely we would find 
that every rheumatic infection ni- 
vades that organ, though not al- 
ways to the same degree. There are 
cases of rheumatic fever in which 
the heart goes to pieces very rapid- 
ly. There are others where the 
heart involvement is so mild and 
slow that it attracts no attention 
for a long time. 

One of the few discoveries about 
rheumatic fever which the last 
twenty years has contributed is the 
fact that certain small nodules 
somewhat similar to the tubercules 
of tuberculosis, characterize the 
disease.

But it acts 
against the symptoms and not 
against the disease or its cause. <A 
rheumatic fully under the influence 
of salicylates may be free from fever 
and pain. He may feel that he is 
well. Swift makes the point that 
his disease is still active. In con- 
sequence, he advises prolonged rest 
in bed after all symptoms have dis- 
appeared. He suggests that as con- 
sumption declines in prevalence that 
the vacant sanatorium beds be used 
for convalescents from rheumatism. 

And rheumatism lays the founda- 
tion for heart disease in the stages 
where the public knows it.

A subcommittee of the House 
District committee will seek today 
to learn what progress, if any, has 
been made toward a merger of the 
local traction companies.

Since 
that meeting the subcommittee, 
headed by Chairman Zihlman, has | 
been broadened to nine members, 
the largest subcommittee ever to 
deal with local affairs. 


Hammer Bill to Fore. 


Chairman Zih]man also plans to 
place Representative Hammer's 
measure which would abolish the 
utilities commission before the com- 
mittee. Members of the House Dis- 
trict committee are inclined to look 
with considerable favor on Repre- 
sentative Hammer’s measure. Even 
if Mrs. Hammer’s bill is not passed, 
the committee members see in it an 
effective medium of forcing what 
they contend are needed improve- 
ments. 

Committee sentiment is so strong 
in the matter, in fact, that it is be- 
ljeved they would take favorable 
action on the bill immediately, if 
there were not several correlated 
matters pending. 

The committee considers the mat- 
ter of ascertaining the merger 
progress of highest importance. 
Just what steps have been taken in 
this connection, if any, the Public 
Utilities Commission has not been 
able to find out, and, in submitting 
the matter to Congress early in the 
session, intimated that it would like 
Congress to try its hand at prying 
off the lid,
